Labm anv Grun: Tlike this country. I 
like it for one reason: it is the only free country in 
the world. I like it because we all have an equal 
chance. Ike it because nobody is born, as it 
were, by law above me. I like it because there is

Do you know that nearly every man in 
the world has egotism enough about his own 
opinion to say that it would certainly be ratified 
by the people, if they only had the time to under- 
stand it? Don't you know that a man elected 
for six years will do the first year exactly what he 
thinks is right, because he knows that at the end 
offive years the people will have sense enough to 
see that he isright. But if de has to do what he 
does in July, August, and September for a re-elec- 
tion in November, he thinks that there id hardly 
time forthe people to see it. [Laughter.] And, 
consequently, he tries to see it as the people then 
see it, not as, in his judgment, they ought to 
see it.

Now, my friends, after we got through what they 
were pleased to calla campaign when, as I said, 
we did not know who had been elected, one party 
said that Mr. Tilden had undoubtedly been elected. 
The other party said that Mr. Hayes had as un- 
doubtedly been elected. Somebody said they were 
going to bring 100,000 men to the City of Wash- 
ington, and, at the sword’s point, decide who had 
been elected.

Now, then, my friends, the campaign told me 
something else, and I think it told you the 
same. We had had a long period of war, — 
four or five years of war, — a war caused 
by that old question of slavery,—a 
war growing out of legalized rascality and theft, — 
a war growing out of building and founding a 
Government upon a lie,—a war growing out of 
legalized hypocrisy.

When the sword id drawn 
from the scabbard reason remains; and nothing is 
settled, nothing ever was really settled, except the 
question of strength, by brute force. In the roar 
of cannon the voice of reason and the pleadings of 
entreaty cannot be heard.

The bill pending before the Legislature to 
reorganize the Circuit Courts of this State 
was ordered to a third reading in the House 
yesterday. The bill was amended on motion 
of Mr. Marruews so as to create outside of 
Cook County thirteen circuits, in each of 
which there are to be elected three Judges. 


| The number of circuita in the State outside 


of this county is twenty-five. This bill will 
increase the whole number of Judges, and 
provide a sufficient number to supply the 
new Appellate Courts. These Judges are to 
arrange their business in their several cir- 
cuits so as to close it up without delay, and 
they may be assigned to hold courts in other 
circuits which may need additional Judges 
to expedite business. The bill was amend- 
ed after a long debate by providing that at 
each election of Judges each voter may vote 
three votes, one for each of three candidates, 
or may cumulate his votes for any one can- 
didate. The object of this is to prevent a 
partisan judiciary, and to leave to the people 
of all parties entire freedom in all parts and 
sections of the State to choose Judges free 
of partisan diotation.

The daily dispatches from Italy, though 
contradictory, indicate very clearly that Pros 
IX. will remain upon the scene of action 
but a short time longer, and any day may 
bring the news of hisdeath.

From any 
one of these frequently-recurring faintings, 
Pros IX. may never wake again. The close 
surveillance of the Papal palace by the Italian 
authorities to prevent the concealment of the 
news of his death, the unusual activity and 
stiramong the Roman ecclesiastics, the pas- 
sage of correspondence between the Powers 
that constituted the old Holy Roman Empire, 
andethe frequent promulgation of candidates 
for the succession to the chair of St. Pran, 
all point the same way. They are the pro- 
logue to the drama of extraordinary and 
startling interest that will be enacted after 
the requiem of everlasting rest has been 
chanted and Pros IX. is gathered to his 
fathers. 


Who will be his successor is the question 


of paramount importance. There are plenty 
of candidates. Germany furnishes two,— 
Archbishop Lepocuowszr and Cardinal 
Honentour. England has a strong candi- 
date in Oardinal Howarp, a man of ripe 
scholarship and unblemished character, who 
has had the advantage of a long stay in Rome 
in close proximity to the Vaticah. Italy has 
several candidates, the most prominent of 
whom are the Vicar of Rome and the Arch- 
bishops of Naples and Perugia. It is alto- 
gether probable that the successor will be an 
Italian.

THE BOURBON IMPLACABLES. 
are two Bourbon newspapers that 


hunt in couples,—the Chicago 7%mes and the 
Richmond Fnguirer, —and both these Implac- 
ables are now engaged in the dirty work of 
defaming the President. The Times attacks 
him with misrepresentations and absolute 
falsehoods, with the malice of a fiend and 
the venom of asnake. The Southern ally, 
though less venomous in its opposition, is 
hardly less fierce. Its preyjous declarations 
of satisfaction with the result, and its fre- 
quently-avowed determination to wait for 
the issue of the President’s policy before 
condemning it, are thrown to the winds, and 
it now openly joins the whole Bourbon pack 
of Implacables howling against the Presi- 
dent before he has had an opportunity to 
test his policy. In its issue of March 23 it 
says: The President has yielded to the 
pressure of radicalism. The policy of local 
self-government has fizzled out like a wet 
pop-cracker, and justice to the South has 
exploded like a bogus corporation, leaving 
all those who invested heavily in the stock 
strongly impressed with the idea that they 
have made a mess of it.“ And so on through 
a column or more of misrepresentation and 
epithet to show that the President is a parti- 
san who has yielded to the implacable radi- 
cals and sold out the South for a price. “A 
more damnable piece of treachery than this 
last act of radicalism does not characterize 
the history of that party, and in saying thi;

Now what is the occasion of all this froth 
and fury? Simply this: The issue in South 
Carolina being ina fair way of settlement, 
the President has decided to send a Commis- 
sion to Louisiana to see if some basis cannot 
be found upon which to build up local self- 
government in that distracted State.

THE PRESIDENT AND THE SOUTH. 
The President is not in the least embar- 
rassed by the opposition made by those who 
are opposed to the policy he has indicated he 
shall pursue towards the Southern States. 
He has several duties to perform. He is 
aiming at a permanent peace in all the States 
of the South. To the preservation of peace, 
government is essential. He does not believe 
that the local Government of any State shall 
be administered by the War Department at 
Washington. It should be a local Govern- 
ment exclusively, administered by the officers 
of the State, appointed by the people who 
are governed. The people have a right to be 
protected by the Government, but there has 
been no Government in Louisiana for twelve 
years that has been able to protect the peo- 
ple, execute the laws, or administer justice. 
In fact there has been no Government there 
which would not have vanished had it not 
been maintained in office by Federal troops. 
The President proposes to put an end to this 
practice. He intends, if possible, that Lou- 
isiana shall have a local State Government, 
hie will be supported and main- 
tained by the people who are gov- 
erned, and one which will need no 
Federal troops to defend it. He finds the 
State claimed by two factions, only kept 
from violence by the presence of troops. He 
cannot withdraw the troops until some other 
Government is organized, and one which 
can give assurance of its ability to maintain 
itself, and of its ability to protect the whole 
people. There must be not only present 
peace, but a State Government organized 
and erected to which the people of the State 
will submit, and which they will sustain. In 
a recent conversation the President ex- 


pressed his purpose to egrry out his policy,

STANLEY MATTHEWS VIEWS. 

The Hon. Sram Matrurws, recently 
elected United States Senator from Ohio to 
take Senator Suznman’s seat, had a public 
reception at his home last Saturday, in which 
he frankly stated his views to his friends and 
neighbors. Such an expression from Sena- 
tor Marr at this time has more than 
ordingry significance from the general belief 
that he is largely and intimately in the con- 
fidence of President Hares. After an 
acknowledgment of the kindness of his 
greeting, he gave an entertaining account of 
the Presidential case before the Hjectoral 
Commission, where he was one of the fore. 
most and ablest of the Revublican counsel, 
and attributed to the Commission the great 
werk of saving the country from anarchy, 
confusion, and civil war. He believes that, 
when the lively disappointment of party 
prejudice and greed shall have worn 
off, there will be no dispute either 
among the legal profession or in- 
telligent people of the competency of the 
Commission, of the integrity of its motives, 
nor of the absolute correctness and accuracy 
of its conclusions.

The Rush of Waters Sweeps Away Ten 
or More Smaller Dams. 


Thirty Buildings, Large and Small,

} Large Edifices. 


Many Bridges Go Down with the 
Resistless Current. 


Loss Caused by the Disaster Estimated 
at $750,000. 


StarrorD, Conn., March 27.—The dam of the 
Staffordville reservoir gave way this morning, 
causing in this village fearful damage. The 
railroad freigut-house and all the cars were 
washed away, leaving only the passenger depot. 
The Stafford National Bank, Co 
Church, and about fifteen other buildings have 
been washed away. The damage to the railroad 
track is heavy. . 

The flood came upon this village suddenly. 
Three miles of railroad track was washed away; 
also, two Howe truss bridges between Stafford 
and Tolland. The flood has caused trouble ail 
along the line of the railroad. The telegraph 
was promptly brought into requisition and 
neighboring arned of the mighty rush 
of waters that was causing great destruction of

The followingis «a 
description of the dam and the surrounding 
country: The reservoir belonged to the Reser- 
voir Company, owners of the mills on the stream 
below. The dam was raised six feet the past 
winter, and the storm last night filled it for the 
first time. Close by the reservoir stood the 
satinet mill of E. A. Converse; next the shoddy 
mill of Jacob Basch; then the machine shop of 
Samuel A. Widen. Lower down was the 
Phenix Manufacturing Company’s cassimere 
mill at Hydeville, and three miles below the 
Glen mills cotton-warp factory stood at 
Glenville. The Converseville Manufacturing 
Company's cassimere mill and G. NM. 
Ivess Granite Mill for making cotton 
goods were on the stream at Stafford 
Springs, above five miles from the dam. The 
reservoir was about a mile and a quarter long, 
and averaged a quarter of a mile in width. The 
dam was about twenty feet high, but short, the 
stream bed being narrow for some distance be- 
low. The water is the head of the Willimantic 
River. Six years ago a dam on a tributary 
stream above here gave wav, causing great dam- 
age. The only wire to Staffordville is owned by 
the New London Northern Railroad Company. 

THE RUINS. 

Provipence, R. I., March 27.—A Hartford 
dispatch to the Bulletin says that the National 
Bank at Staffordsville, the Congregational 
church, L. W. Crance’s store, the freight depot, 
and all the houses on the island at Stafford 
Springs were destroyed. All the bridges between 
the scene of the disaster and Tolland were 
washed away. The probable loss. in Stafford 
alone is $2,000,000. No loss of life is yet re- 
ported. 

The loss in Staffordsville is very heavy, the 
mills suffering more or less damage, end work 
will have to be suspended until the reservoir 
can be rebuilt. E. W. Converse & Co.’s mills 
have four sets of cards and 1,000 spindles, and 
employ a large number of hands. The Home 
Company, Home Manufacturing Company, and 
Home Woolen Company, are also situated there. 
The latter runs 3,360 spindies. The Staffords- 
ville Woolen Company has three sets of cards, 
The exact loss of these companies is not known. 

In Stafford Springs are the mills of Charies 
Fox & Co., with six sets of cards; the Converse 
Company, with seven sets of cards and 1,800 
spindles. In Ellis, the Converse & Co., the 
Mineral Springs Manufacturing Company, with 
six sets of cards and 1,740 spindles. 

In Stafford are the Valley Company’s Mills, 
Glinn Mills, with 2,000 spindles, Granite Mills, 
with 5,500 spindles, Valley Manufacturing Com- 
pany, Phoenix Woolen Mills, and Rossiter Com- 
pany, each with four sets of cards. 

The Granite Mills and tenement houses at 
Staffordsville were all swept away, and also 
stores and storehouses.

- THB LIFE-INSURANCE REVELATIONS. 

Three points have been established in reference 
te life-insurance m tby the examination 
of witnesses at Albany. These are (1), that eal- 
aries are paid which, judged by any recognized 
Dusiness standard, must be pronounced extrava- 
gant; (2) that a vicious system of percentages pre- 
veils in some companies, whereby large additions 
are made to salariesaiready much too large, on a 
basis which involves considerable peri; (3) that 
the power of managers is perpetuated by an abuse 
of proxics, which are obtained when policies are 
issued, and, being allowed to run indefinitely, con- 
stitute an improper source of strength to the offi- 
clals holuingthem. The last of these evils it is 
the duty of the Legislature to correct. The pro- 
pricty of allowing proxies to holders of life-insur- 
ance policies fs donbgful, but the way in which the 
privilege is perverted is too scandalous to be tol- 
erated. A proky should be permissible only when 
given fora speéifi¢ occasion, and available for no 
other. The ether tiles must be left te the volun- 
tary action of the companies concerned, subject, 
as they will find themselves to be, to the whole- 
some pressute of public opinion, which now “for 
the first timé réalizés some of the worst features of 
the system. Publicity will compel reform, with

Cincinnati, O., March 27.—At a meeting of 
the creditors of J. L. Keck & Bro. this after- 
noon, Mr. Keck stated the liabilities of the firm 
at $388,000. ‘The assets, as shown by him, were 
valued by gentlemen present at $389,000, and a 
proposition to make Mr. Keck his own Trustee 
was declined by that gentleman, who expréssed 
a wish to settle a portion of the indebted- 
ness with the assets at the valuation placed 
on them by a committee, and give notes run- 
ning one and two years on the remainder. A 
committee consisting of Briggs 8. Cunning- 
ham, J. N. Kenney, and W. A. Goodman was 
appointed to confer with Mr. Keck, and arrange 
a plan for settlement. It is confidentaly ex- 
pected that an amicable aarangement will be 
reached, and the firm pay in full, as the qisposi- 
tion manifested by the creditors is favorable to 
the firm.
